Thefe Allowances for Draughts, the Land- Waiters 
may (when they are very difterent) infer?,. in their

Cafe witlun the Port of Loi^on, unlefs. th$:^$^er^nc^ 
thinking himfelf,or the Officers the Crown^ ^p he pre-' 
jwliccd by fuch Tares, (hall defire that the Goods m^y 
be unpack*d^ and the Ne^Weight taken 3 which mgy. 
be done, either by weighing thf; Goods in each rcfpec- 
tive Cask, Ci?;c,. neat, or (a$t is pra^ifed in £^-A^> 
Goods particularly) by. pipking out feveral.Cask3< &c, 
of each Size, and making an Avarage, and fo compifte 
the reft accordingly : But this muft not be dorid with* 
cut the Confent of two Land-Surveyors, attefted by

Weight of each refpcftive Cask, &c. marked tliercon,

ia which cafe, if the real Invoice be produced, and
